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The Giant’s Head Rock is situated at the end of a bold 
limestone promontory in the neighbourhood of Portrush. 
It is a popular excursion with visitors to that well-known 
watering-place. Wind and weather have worn the cliff edge 
into a remarkable resemblance to a human face, the likeness 
being increased by the fringe of seaweed near the water’s 
edge which gives the additional semblance of a beard. 
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
